Reads 
blueprints and specifications. Operates plumbing tools and equipment. Maintains records and reports.

May require lifting of 50 pounds or less. Work may involve exposure to chemicals and noxious fumes.

TYPICAL WORKING CONDITIONS:  Incumbents in the job will typically perform their job duties under these conditions.
